The risks which Cavou! 
ran were enormous. He 
provoked Austria into a 
war: he let Garibaldi take 
his thousand on ati ad 
venture whose tssue no 
body could predict he 
quarreled with Nepoleon 
lil. whom everybody re 
garced as the protector of 
the Risorgimento He also 
had to extricate his coun- 
try from the well-wishers 
who proposed a conference 
to solve differences peace 
fully, and he had to fight 
his own people. who 
grudged him his clarity of 
vision, his tactical sense. 
his firmness in pursuing an 
aim 


Hardly three weeks af- 
ter Cavour s apotheosis in 
proclaiming Rome as the 
next stage for Italians, a 
sledgehammer blow came 
from Garragidi, who, using 


ever heardin Parliament 
attatked..the leader for 
giving away Nice and Sa- 
vov m return for French 
assistance. In spite of a re- 
conciliation ordered by the 
King. Cavour felt he had
